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NOTES FROM OUR EXCHANGES. 


—The ‘cold snap” has been of exceptional vigor and 
severity in the North and West, but the cold waves have 
not prevailed so far south as in some former years. The 
greatest suffering has been in the Northwest, and the 
logs of lite iseven greater than reported. Through the 
fortnight preceding this storm the predictions were uni- 
formly favorable for warmer weather. The storm thus 
came upon the people unprepared, and even assuming 
that they might safely neglect precautions against a bliz- 
sard. Trains are snow-bound, and at least 200 persons 
are known to have been frozen to death. 

—A fair illustration of the place which the temper- 
ance question holds in the thought of the day is afforded 
in the space allotted to the subject in the journal Pub- 
lie Opinion, a publication which gives week by week the 
leading opinions of the press of the entire country on 





. | terest. 


three to five pages of this journal have been filled every 
week with brief comments on the saloon in politics, 
culled from papers representing all shades of opinion, 
from that of the extreme prohibitionists to that of the 
saloon advocates. It‘is ‘a noticeable and an encouraging 
fact, however, that the defenders and apologists of the 
rum traffic are in a small and feeble minority among the 
seculzr papers of the country. Of seventeen long ex- 
tracts given in the Public Opinion of January 7th, 
only three were on the side of the saloon, and they were 
translations from foreign-American papers.—([Christian 
at Work. 

—The local option victories in Michigan are stil] going 
on. The large majorities for no-license in one county 
after another show that Michigan is accomplishing step 
by step what it failed to accomplish at one jump last 
spring——The liquor dealers in Dakota are seeking 
refuge in the courts against the effects of the local option 
law under which so many counties have already voted 
for suppression of the traffic. The dealers claim that 
the law was unconstitutional, on the ground that the 
territorial legislature has no power to pass such an act. 
—tThe committee on alcoholic liquors which Speaker 
Carlisle has appointed is one that pleases the liquor in- 
They are not, however, pleased with his com- 
mittee upon the District of Columbia, which has for its 
chairman Mr. Hemphill, of South Carolina. A temper- 
ance measure for the District would probably secure a 
hearing.—[ Christian Union. 

—Ex-Governor Murray, of Utah, is of the opinion 
that the only way to cure the evil of polygamy in the 
territory, is to take the territorial government out of 
the hands of the Mormon Legislature, which is con- 
trolled by the head of the Mormon Church, and place 
that government in the hands of Congress and the Pres 
ident of the United States. Utah is really governed 
he says, by the Mormon hierarchy. Everything is in 
the hands of the Mormons, and they control the legis- 
lature and everything else. The Governor has no faith 
whatever in the professions of the Mormons as to what 
they will do towards abolishing polygamy if Utah is ad- 
mitted as a state. He regards the statehood movement 
as a sham too despicable for serious consideration. Gov- 
ernor Murray has lived in Utah for many years, and 
understands the Mormon character thoroughly. He is 
well qualified to speak on this subject.—[Christian at 
Work. 

—The heroic Stanley has at last been heard from. The 
tidings are meager, but encouraging. He has sur- 
mounted the difficulties of an entirely new route to the 
African equatorial regions—that by the way of the 
Congo—and joined Emin Bey. What privations he and 


his band experienced from disease and hunger, what] bel 


geographical discoveries he made, the character and dis- 
position of the native tribes who either opposed or as- 
sisted his progress—all this awaits a later announcement. 
His expedition, as is well known, was planned for the 
rescue of Gordon’s brave lieutenant, but subsequent ad- 
vices relieved all anxiety on Emin’s account. When it 
was learned, therefore, that Stanley was compelled to 
leave behind him the ammunition avd supplies designed 
for Emin, the only feeling was one of hope that the car- 
avan itself would not be turned back. That hope has 
been fulfilled. The four hundred miles of country be- 
tween the Upper Congo and Emin’s capital on Albert 
Lake, which was thought to be impassable, has been 
safely crossed. Stanley has gained for himself new hon- 
ors, and the civilization of the Dark Continent has been 
greatly advanced.—[Zion’s Herald.

Possibly she might have done 
so if the George-McGlynn movement had continued to 
grow, but the falling off of more than one-half in the 
vote of last fall as compared with that of 1886 in this 
city showed that the Church as backed up by the politi- 
cal organizations is too strong for the incipient indepen- 
dency of a people long used to submission to her dictates, 
We agree fully with Dr. McGlynn in saying that the 
Pope has no business in politics, but wish that he would 
take the idea home and keep out of politics _ himself. 
We do not object to the effect of his politicdl action, 
which we think will in the end be beneficial in the way 
of encouraging independent thought, but we believe he 
is capable of much nobler work. If he would only take 
the Bible in his hand, even his Roman Catholic Bible, 
and devote himself to preaching the Gospel as he finds 
it therein taught, it would not be very long before the 
light would dawn upon his own soul; and there is prob- 
ably no man in this city who could preach Christ with 
so much simplicity and power as Dr. McGlynn could if 
his own mind was opened to the truth. Those who be- 
lieve that God answers prayer should entreat that this 
man may be led into the light by the Holy Spirit, and be 
used by God in the work for which the earnest simplicity 
of his mind and the affectionate disposition of his heart 
so well qualify him.—[N. Y. Witness.

“And she brought forth her first-born son, and wrap- 
ped him in swaddling clothes, and laid him in a manger;

2: 7. 

To what a peculiar train of providences these words 
introduce us! How Mary must have felt, knowing 
that Bethlehem was the appointed place of the Re- 
deemer’s birth! That old prophecy in the second chap- 
ter of Micah must bave occasioned her much thought 
and anxiety. She was far awsy from Bethlehem. 
The tax-decree of Augustus was therefore a provi- 
dence. Many events seem mere matters of course at 
the time of their occurrence, which clearly reveal 
God's wonder-working hand when they are seen in the 
light of Jater developments. So was it with the tax- 
decree. God can and will make his word sure. 

And now we meet with the circumstance recorded 
in the text. The decree caused Joseph and Mary to 
go to B-thlehem to be taxed it being the town of their 
father, D.vid. Bat Bethlehem was not used to enter- 
taining such multitudes of people ae flocked into it 
on this cccasion. Its limited accommcdations were 
therefore soon overtaxed, so that when Joseph and his 
espoused Mary arrived, weary with their long j urney. 
they were unable to fiada place to lodge. There being 
ne room in the inn, they sought shelter from the night 
ina stable. And here it was, as we have always known, 
but never tire of hearing, that the infant Jesus was 
born, without regal pcmp, and utter'y disappointing 
the notions of the nation which had so long looked 
for his coming. 

There is something peculiarly fascinating about this 
mavger-birth. It has produced a deeper impression 
upon the universal human heart than if it had been at- 
tended, as is often the case where a child is born in a 
king’s palace, with riogiag of bells and booming of 
cannon. It has touched art into high conceptions, and 
it hae wonderfally touched the human heart. In it 
we see the infinite condescension of God, and also the 
fact that nothing human was omitted in the incarna- 
tion of Christ. 


* Not in cloud and not in thunder, 
Filling all the world with wonder, 
Came to earth the Lord of earth;

“ No room for him in whose small hand 
The troubled sea and mighty iand, 
Lie cradled like a grain of sand.” 


But there seems to be something significant and 
almost symbolic in the necessity that caused the Christ 
to be born in a stable, “because there was no room io 
the ina.” I+ seemed « fitting beginning for the life he 
lived ia the flash. He never had room. “He came 
unto his own, and his owa received him not.” Traly 
he said, “The foxes have holes, and the birds of the

air have nests, but the Son cf man hath not where to 
lay his head.’’ Herod bad no room for him in his king- 
dom. N-gzareth had no room tor him. Jerusalem, 
though the “city of the great K:ng,” had po room for 
him. The temple was so or: wied with hypocritical 
Pharisees and Sadducees that he found no room there. 
Chriet found the world preocoupied. He never had 
room. Even in the minds and hearts of his disciples 
he had little room. He had to say to them, “I have 
many thiogs to say un‘o you, but ye can not bear them 
now.” This was virtually saying, “Ye have no room tor 
me as yet.” The Gadarenes besought him to leave 
their coasts; and over Jerusalem he wept because 
there was no room for him there. Ard at last his 
ration shut the doors against him and cried, “Awsy 
with him!” 

But if this compulsory birth in the manger was a fit- 
ting commencement of his life in the fl sh, wae it not 
also a fining beginning of his life in the world ever 
since? Is not the symbolism of the manger-birth o! 
enduring application, of permanent relevance? In his 
apocslyptic visions on Patmos, John heard J. sus say- 
ig “Behold, [ stand at the door and knock. If any 
man hear my voice, and open the door, I will come in to 
him, and wil! sup with him, snd he with me.” Still he 
knocks, and still there is no room for him in the inn. 

No room, O Babe divine! for thee 
That Christmas night; and even we 
Dare shut our hearts and turn the key. 


“ In vain thy pleading baby-cry 
Strikes our deaf souls; ¥7 pass thee by, 
Uasheltered ’neath the wintry sky. 

* No room for God! O Christ! that we 
Should bar our doors, nor ever see 
Our Savior waiting patiently.” 

Let us— 

I. Behold some of the inns to which he seeks ad- 
mittance, but in which he fiads little or no room; and, 

II. Let us look into some of the stables to which 
the divine Visitant is relegated. 

I. Behold some of the inns to which Christ seeks 
admittance, but from which he is partially or entirely 
excluded. 

1. The whole world may be considered as such an 
inn. Christ seeks to ba received by all the world. He 
knocks at the door of every nation and of every heart. 
His command t» the dissiples was to evarg -1.ze all na- 
tions; to preach the Gospel to every creature. In this 
he is seeking room for himself in the world. But how 
much bas he found after eighteen centuries of knock- 
ing? The kingdoms of the world are as yet far from 
having become the kingdoms of our Lord and of his 
Crrist. We speak of Christendom ia a way that would 
lead one almost to think that we considered the time as 
very near when every torgae is to confess that Jesus is 
Lord. 

Bat let us see how much room Christ has really 
found in the world. In speaking of Christendom we 
include whole nations in which the vast moj rity of 
the people have never opened their hearts to the Gus- 
pel of Christ. Take America for instance. We call it 
a Christian Nation—which might cause some to think 
that here at least Christ has found room. Bat his real 
recom is limited. Oualy about one in five is a member 
of church, and how many in five that are members of 
church have thrown open the doors of heart and soul 
tor the Christ?. And if this be the case with our own 
Nation, what must we see when we look abroad iato 
the great world? 

Acc.rding to the best estimates the population of the 
globe ie about 1,431 000000 souls. Of these there are 
136 000000 of Protestants, 85009000 adherents of 
G eek and oriental churches, and 195000000 R man 
Catholics. This leaves a vast remainder o: 1 018 000 000 
of heathen, Mohammedans, and Jews, among whom 
Ohrist has found no room whatever. But this is not 
all. Ot those whom we have called Christians by way 
of distinotion, look at the ignorance of the Greek and 
oriental churches, and at the narrowness, superstition, 
and bigotry of the R man Catholic Church. Has the 
Onriat touad room here, where priestoraft is practiced 
and rosaries are substituted for prayers, pensmtce tor re- 
pentance, and the Pope for Christ? And stili we have 
not seen the real smallness of Christ’s room ia tie 
world. The Protestants, who best represent him— 
how many of theat have real'y civen himroom? We 
have said that there are 136 000 000 Protestants. Bir 
that number includes whole p. pulations, of which only 
a part are professing Christians. The actual Church- 


membership of the world is only about 27 000 000, 
Bat what of these 27000000? We should doubtless — 
have made « too liberal es:imate if we allowed that of 
these, 20.000 000 had indeed opened their hearts for 
Chriet.- How small, then, is the room that the Babe 


of Bethlehem has found in the world! 
room for them in the inn.” 

2. Family life is another such inn, There was one 
family that in His day opened its doors to make room 
tor Jesus, and this family will serve to show us what 
he will do for the home that des not say, “There is no 
room.” It was a family of three orphan children in 
the town of Bethany, and it was a favorite retreat for 
him who so seldom found room while he tab:rnacled 
in the flesh. No doubt his frequent visits had the 
effect to intensi'y the already stroog love of these chil- 
dren for one another. Oaly a few times are the doors 
of this home so far open as to allow us to peep in and 
see what the result of his coming is; but those two or 
three times are suffi sient to acquaint us with the blessed 
work which he will! gracious)y perform for every family 
of earth that will give him room.

Oae ot the peculiar glories of Christianity is that it 
gives peace, happiness, and hcpe independert of all 
outer circumstances. It is the only system cf philoso- 
pby or religion that can do this, for it is the only thing 
that brings us into such a relation to God and eternity 
as will make us independent of wealth, social p: sition, 
and scientific knowledge. I+ brirgs ue ino fellowship 
with God through o nversion, and the forgiveness of 
our sins gives us the abid ng assurance of an immortel 
life in heaven; and this takes away all ijear of death 
and dread of coming into the presence of God. This 
belongs to the mind, and can nct be d stroyed by outer 
circumstances. David realiz d this in his own experi- 
ence, and could say, “Thou preparest a table before 
me in the presence of mine enemies; thou anointest 
my hesd with oil; my cup runneth over.” 

Man has two natures, and God has made ample pro- 
vision to meet all the wants of both body and soul. The 
body being material, ie dependent upon material things 
for its sustenance; but the soul isa spiritaal organism, 
and is sustained by spiritual food. Tais »piritusl food 
comes from sources outside of and independent of all 
material nature, and therefore is not dependent upon 
outer surroundings. These may contribute to or they 
may mar the Cnristian’s happiness; but they can not 
create or destroy it. The fountain irom whence the 
stream of happiness fl»wa ie beyond the reach of ma- 
terial things or social surroundiogs. The water of 
life flwa “out of the throne of God and the Lamb.” 
It is God that prepares the Crristian’s food and sets 
the table. He does this “in the presence of all the 
Christian’s enemies,” and they can not hinder him, 
This is why the believer is independent of all outer 
circums'ances, 

I Man's happiness or misery turns upon his personal 
relution to God If he is living in teijowsxip with 
him, he will enjoy peace of mind and hope for the 
tucure; bat if he is walking in the path cof disobedi- 
ence, he will be unhappy here, and his future will be 
clouded in darkness, Sin is the cauee of all man’s 
misery and dread of eternity. Man is conscious that 
he is a sinner in the sight of God, and deserves bis dis- 
pleasure. Oat of this conscionsness comes fear and 
remorse; and in this state of mind man can not 
think of God and the future without the dread of de- 
served punishment. No outer circumstances can 
change this state of mind and bring peace to the soul; 
for they cen not remove the cause that troubles and 
renders the man unhappy. He may have all the ad- 
vantages of wea'th, social distinction, and learnirg; 
but these do not affect his personal relation toG d, and 
he remains morally the same man. Charles }X , of 
France, had all the outer means of happiness, but after 
the awful scenes of St. Bartholomew massacre be en- 
dured all the horrors of remorse, and was as great & 
terror to himself as he had been to others. Is is a# 
natural for sin to produce fear as for neuralgia to cause 
pain, This state of mind can only be chang-d by 
changing our personal relation to God, and this is done

by repen‘ance and humble submission tohim. He has 
promised to forgive us on the condition of repentance 
and obedience. “Let the wicked forsake his way, and 
the unrighteous man his thoughts: and let him return 
unto the Lord, and he will have mercy upon him; and 
to our God, for he will abundantly pardon.” 

This brings man into a state of reccnoiliation with 
God, and gives peace to the mind. All fear and dread 
is taken away, and the penitent believer feels as the 
pardoned child does when restored to communicn with 
a pardonirg father. He is ina state of sweet peace 
and joyous fellowship with God. He feels differently 
towards him, and even outer things look differently. 
They are clothed in a new light, and the white-winged 
avgel of peace dwells in his bosom. When he thinks 
of God and the great future it is with feelings of jy 
and hope. All the past of his life is settled up with 
God, and he can turn his back cn if? assured that God 
has put all his sins “b-hind his back.” There is-noth- 
ing now for him to fear in this world or in the world 
to come; for “if God be for us, who can be against us?” 
This is all independent of outer circumstarcss. He 
may be in wealth or in poverty, in sickness or in health, 
the pet of society or a social outcast; but these things 
can not change this state of mind which comes from 
the change of his personal relation to God. He may 
be shut up in prison or banished from his home and 
family, but this can not change the fact that his sins 
are all pardoned, and that he is at peace with God. No 
outer circumstanc‘s can effect this new relation or de- 
stroy the peace growing cut of it. In the time of per- 
secution a judge, in the days of Charles II., said to a 
good old saint, “I w ll banish you to America.” “Very 
well,” said she; “judge, you can not send me out of my 
Father's country.” A man on seeing a Christian 
women go cheerfully to prison, said to her, “Oh, you 
have not tasted the bitterness of death!” She cheer- 
fully answered, ‘No, nor never shall; for Christ hath 
promised that those who keep his sayings shall never 
see death.” The coarse fare and gloom of the prison 
could not change this state of mind, for she was resting 
in the Savior’s promise; and all the malice and power 
of men and devils could not destroy it. His power is 
greater than all the forces of evil, and he will do what 
he has promised. The Christian in the calm compos- 
ure of faith and hope can say to his enemies, however 
powerful they may be, “Take my property, rob me cf 
everything, and cast me into prison; butyou can notreb 
me of my Savior. He is still mine.” He can sing with 
the poet: 

“Jesus, I my cross have taken, 

All to leave ard follow thee, 
Naked, poor, d‘spised, forsaken, 

Thou my all from hence shalt be; 
Perish every fond ambition, 

All I’ve sought, or hoped, or known, 
Yet how rich is my condition, 

God and heaven are still my own.” 


This is a feast that Ged has provided for the Chris- 
tian “in the presence” of his enemies, and they can not 
rob him of it; for it is beyord the reach of their 
power, and his richest treasures are safe in spite of 
them. Paul realized this in his own experience, and 
triumphantly asked: ‘‘Who shall separate us from the 
love ot Christ? shail tribulation, or distress, or perse- 
cution, or famine, or nakedness, or peri), or sword? As 
it is written, For thy sake we are killed all the day 
long; we are accounted as the sheep for the slaughter. 
Nay, in all these things we are more than eorquerors 
through him that loved us. For 1 am persuaded, that 
neither death, nor life, nor angels, nor principalities, 
nor powers, nor things present, nor things to come, nor 
height, nor depth, nor any other creature, shall be able 
to separate us from the love of God, which is in Christ 
Jesus our Lord.” 

“The secret of the Lord is with them that fear him,” 
yet none in the busy crowds among whom they move 
in the noisy street know what is passing in their hearts. 
An American citizen in a foreign city, seeing the 
meteor flag of his native lacd floatingat the mast-head of 
a ship, is inwardly moved, by the associations it revives, 
to patriotic feelings, to emotions of love, to fond antic- 
ipations of his return to the joys and repose ot his fire- 
side. But of his secret thoughts the people about him 
know nothing. To them the flag of his country is but 
as one flig among many others. They meddle not with 
the scoret joys it kindles within his swelling breast. It 
is even so with the secret of the Lord in a good man’s 
breast. He walks the street like other men. Yet 
while their thoughts are of thirg: visible and earthly, 
his are of God and things unseen. He sees God in 





evcrything about him. God is oommuning with him, 
feasting him on holy thought, quickening his spiritual 
aspirations, comforting him with assurances of his 
sonship, and with visions of his incorruptible inherit- 
ance. Happy, therefore, and safe also, is he who pos- 
sesses the secret of the Lord’s presence! Butinasmuch 
as this priceless secret is offered as a free gift to all men, 
is it not more than folly for any man to slight that gra- 
cious offer?

With malice toward none, and with charity for 
all, he stood a bold, uncompromising champion for 
God’s glory and for human good, even though he stood 
alone. 

In early life he recognized the system of humaa

ANOIHER WATCHMAN FALLEN. ™ 


Rev. Samuel Salsbury passed triumphantly into the 
world and life beyond, from his home and family in 
Marray, Orleans County, N. Y., on Friday, December 
30, 1887, while the evening shadows were deepenirg. 
His death reaulted from a disease of the heart which 
had troubled him for a number of years. His approach 
to the gate of the city calestial was through weeks of 
intense suffsring, which he endured with patient forti- 
tude and beautifal resignation. 

Bro. Salsbury was born in the town of Sweden, 
Monroe County, N. Y., on the fourth day of December, 
1813. He became a resident of Clarendon, Orleans 
County, N. Y.,in the year 1826, and with the excep- 
tion of a few years spent in Niagara County, was a res- 
ident of this immediate vicinity to his decease. He 
consecrated his life to God under the ministerial labors 
of Elder Jeremiah Gates,in the spring of 1831. On 
the twenty-eighth day of May, 1842, he was united in 
marriage with Miss Emeline B. Pratt, who, with two 
sons, are left to mourn the loss of everything the pre- 
cious words husband and father may mean. 

Daring the summer following his marriage he was 
set apart to the work of the Christian ministry, aod 
well avd truly did he keep his vows—his faith with 
the Master and fellowship with his Church. Through- 
out his entire ministerial career he was an honored and 
leading member of the Christian Church at Clarendon, 
N. Y., and of the New York Western Christian Con- 
ference, from which bodies his dignified presence, his 
Christlike spirit, his broad, deep, sender charity, his 
wise counsel and strong support must be greatly 
missed.

“And she brought forth her first-born son, and wrap- 
ped him in swaddling clothes, and laid him in a manger;

To what a peculiar train of providences these words 
introduce us! How Mary must have felt, knowing 
that Bethlehem was the appointed place of the Re- 
deemer’s birth! That old prophecy in the second chap- 
ter of Micah must bave occasioned her much thought 
and anxiety. She was far awsy from Bethlehem. 
The tax-decree of Augustus was therefore a provi- 
dence. Many events seem mere matters of course at 
the time of their occurrence, which clearly reveal 
God's wonder-working hand when they are seen in the 
light of later developments. So was it with the tax- 
decree. God can and will make his word sure. 

And now we meet with the circumstance recorded 
in the text. The decree caused Joseph and Mary to 
g0 to B-thlchem to be taxed. it being the town of their 
father, D.vid. But Bethlehem was not used to enter- 
taining such multitudes of people ae flocked into it 
on this occasion. Its limited accommcdations were 
therefore soon overtaxed, so that when Joseph and his 
espoused Mary arrived, weary with their long j urney. 
they were unable to fiad a place to lodge. There being 
no room in the inn, they sought shelter from the night 
ina stable. And here it was, as we bave always known, 
but never tire of hearing, that the infant Jesus was 
born, without regal pcmp, and utter'y disappointing 
the notions of the nation which had so long looked 
for his coming. 

There is something peculiarly fascinating about this 
mavger-birth. It has produced a deeper impression 
upon the universal human heart than if it had been at- 
tended, as is often the case where a child is born in a 
king’s palace, with riogiag of bells and booming of 
cannon. It has touched art into high conceptions, and 
it hae wonderfally touched the human heart. In it 
we see the infinite condescension of God, and aleo the 
fact that nothing human was omitted in the incarna- 
tion of Christ. 

* Not in cloud and not in thunder, 
Filling all the world with wonder, 
Came to earth the Lord of earth; 
But with helpless cries and tears, 
*Mid a mother’s pains and fears, 
Entered by the gate of birth. 
“ Hanging on a woman’s breast, 
By a woman’s arms caressed— 
Woman’s arms her God enfolding. 
Here we veil our mortal eyes, 
Tbe eternal mysteries

Some rest to seek, but was denied. 
‘There is no room,’ the blind ones cried.

There was no room for God that day. 
“ No room for him in whose small hand 
The troubled sea and mighty iand, 
Lie cradled like a grain of sand.” 

But there seems to be something significant and 
almost symbolic in the necessity that caused the Christ 
to be born in a stable, “because there was no room io 
theinna.” It seemed « fitting beginning for the life he 
lived ia the flesh. He never had room. “He came 
unto his own, and his owa received him not.” Truly 
he said, “The foxes have holes, and the birds of the

air have nests, but the Son cf man hath not where to 
lay his head.” Herod bad no room for him in his king- 
dom. N-zareth had no room tor him. Jerusalem, 
though the “city of the great King,” had po room for 
him. The temple was so or: wied with hypocritical 
Pharisees and Sadducees that he found no room there. 
Chriet found the world preocoupied. He never had 
room. Even in the minds and hearts of his disciples 
he had little room. He had to say to them, “I have 
many thiogs to say unto you, but ye can not bear them 
now.” This was virtually saying, “ Ye bave no room tor 
me as yet.” The Gadarenes besought him to leave 
their coasts; and over Jerusalem he wept because 
there was no room for him there. Ard at last his 
ration ahut the doors against him and cried, “Away 
with bim!” 

Bat if this compulsory birth in the manger was a fit- 
ting commencement of his life in the fl sh, was it not 
also.a fining beginning of his life in the world ever 
since? Is not the symbolism of the manger-birth oi 
enduring application, of permanent relevance? In his 
apocalyptic visions on Patmos, John heard J.s1s say- 
irg “Behold, I stand at the door and knock. If any 
man hear my voice, and open the door, I will come in to 
him, and will sup with him, snd he with me.” Still he 
knocks, and still there is no room for him in the inn. 

“ No room, O Babe divine! for thee 
That Christmas night; and even we 
Dare shut our hearts and turn the key. 


“ In vain thy pleading baby-cry 
Strikes our deaf souls; ¥> pass thee by, 
Unasheltered ’neath the wintry sky. 

* No room for God! O Christ! that we 
Should bar our doors, nor ever see 
Oar Savior waiting patiently.” 

Let us— 

I. Behold some of the inns to which he seeks ad- 
mittance, but in which he fiads little or no room; and, 

II. Let us look into some of the stables to which 
the divine Visitant is relegated. 

I. Behold some of the inns to which Christ seeks 
admittance, but from which he is partially or entirely 
excluded. 

1, The whole world may be considered as such an 
inn. Christ seeks to ba received by all the world. He 
knocke at the door of every nation and of every heart. 
His command t» the dissiples was to evarg -:1 ze all na- 
tions; to preach the Gospel to every creature. In this 
he is seeking room for himself in the world. But how 
much bas he found after eighteen centuries of knock- 
ing? The kingdoms of the world are as yet far from 
having become the kingdoms of our Lord and of his 
Crrist. We speak of Christendom ia a way that would 
lead one almost to think that we considered the time as 
very near when every torgae is to confess that Jesus is 
Lord. 

But let us see how much room Christ has really 
found in the world. In speaking of Christendom we 
include whole nations in which the vast mej rity of 
the people have never opened their hearts to the Gus- 
pel of Christ. Take America for instance. We call it 
a Christian Nation—which might cause some to think 
that here at least Christ has found room. Bat his real 
rcom is limited. Oualy about one in five is a member 
of charch, and how many in five that are members of 
church have thrown open the doors of heart and soul 
for the Christ?. And if this be the case with our own 
Nation, what must we see when we look abroad iato 
the great world? 

Acco:rding to the best estimates the population of the 
globe is about 1,431 000 000 souls. Of these there are 
136 000000 ot Protestants, 85009000 adherents of 
G eek and oriental churches, and 195000000 R man 
Catholics. This leaves a vast remainder 0: 1 018 000 000 
of heathen, Mohammedans, and Jews, among whom 
Christ has found no room whatever. But this is not 
all. Ot those whom we have called Christians by way 
of distinction, look at the ignorance of the Greek and 
oriental churches, and at the narrowness, superstition, 
and bigotry of the R man Catholic Ohurch. Has the 
Onriat fouad room here, where priestoraft is practiced 
and rosaries are substituted for prayers, penestce tor re- 
pentance, and the Pope for Christ? And atili we have 
not seen the real smallness of Christ’s room ia tite 
world. The Protestants, who best represent him— 
how many of theat have real'y given himroom? We 
have said that there are 136 000 000 Protestants. Bit 
that number includes whole p. pulations, of which only 
a part are professing Christians. The actual Church- 


membership of the wnrld is only about 27000000, © 


Bat what of these 27000000? We should doubtless 


have made a too liberal es:imate if we allowed that of 
these, 20,000 000 had indeed opened their hearts for 
Obriet,- How small, then, is the room that the Babe 
of Bethlehem has found in the world! “There was no 
room for them in the ion.” 

2. Family life is another such inn, There was one 
family that in Hie day opened its doors to make room 
for Jesus, and this family will serve to show us what 
he will do for the home that doses not say, “There is no 
room.” It was a family of three orphaa children in 
the town of Bethany, and it was a favorite retreat for 
him who so seldom found room while he tabernacled 
in the flesh. No doubt his frequent visits had the 
effect to intensi'y the already strong love of these chil- 
dren for one another. Odaly a few times are the doors 
of this home so far open as to allow us to peep in and 
see what the result of his coming is; but those two or 
three times are suffi sient to acquaint us with the blessed 
work which he will gracious!y perform for every family 
of earth that will give him room.

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THE TABLE UF GOD.

“Thou preparest a table before mein the presence of mine 
enemies; thou anointest my head with oil; my cup runneth 
over.” Psaim 23: 5. 

One of the peculiar glories of Christianity is that it 
gives peace, happine:s, and hcpe independert of all 
outer circumstances. It is the only system cf philoso- 
pby or religion that can do this, for it is the only thing 
that brings us into such a relation to God and eternity 
as will make us independent of wealth, social p: sition, 
and scientific knowledge. It brirgs ue inio fellowship 
with God through o nversion, and the torgiveness of 
our sins gives us the abid ng assurance of an immortel 
life in heaven; and this takes away alliear of death 
and dread of coming into the presence of God. This 
belongs to the mind, and can nct be d ‘stroyed by outer 
circumstances. David realiz d this in his own experi- 
ence, and could say, “Thou preparest a table before 
me in the presence of mine enemies; thou anointest 
my hesd with oil; my cup ruoneth over.” 

Man has two natures, and God has made ample pro- 
vision to meet all the wants of both body and soul. The 
body being material, ie dependent upon material things 
for its sustenance; but the sul isa spiritaal organiem, 
and is sustained by spiritual food. Tais »piritual food 
comes from sources outside of and independent of all 
material nature, and therefore is not dependent upon 
outer surroundings. These may contribute to or they 
may mar the Cnristian’s happiness; but they can not 
create or destroy it. The fountain irom whence the 
stream of happiness flows ie beyond the reach of ma- 
terial things or social surroundiogs. The water of 
life flows “out of the throne of God and the Lamb.” 
It is God that prepares the Crristian’s food and sets 
the table. He does this “in the presence of all the 
Christian’s enemies,” and they can not hinder him, 
This is why the believer is independent of all outer 
circums'ances, 

I Man’s happiness or misery turns upon his personal 
relution to God If he is living in teiiowsxip with 
him, he will enjoy peace of mind and hope for the 
tucure; but if he is walking in the path cf disobedi- 
ence, he will be unhappy here, and his future will be 
clouded in darkness. Sin is the cause of all man’s 
misery and dread of eternity. Man is conscious that 
he is a sinner in the sight of God, and deserves bis dis- 
pleasure. Oat of this consciotsness comes fear and 
remorse; and in this state of mind man can not 
think of God and the tuture without the dread of de- 
served punishment. No outer circumstances can 
change thie state of mind and bring peace to the soul; 
for they can not remove the cause that troubles and 
renders the man unhappy. He may have all the ad- 
vantages of wea'th, social distinction, and learnirg; 
but these do not affect his personal relation toG d, and 
he remains morally the same man. Charles 1X , of 
Frapoe, had all the outer means of happiness, but after 
the awful scenes of St. Bartholomew massacre be en- 
dured all the horrors of remorse, and was as great & 
terror to himself as he had been to others. Ic is a# 
natural for sin to produce fear as for neuralgia to cause 


pain. This state of mind can only be charg-d by 


changing our personal relation to God, and this is done 
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by repen‘ance and humble submission tohim. He has 
promised to forgive us on the condition of repentance 
and obedience. ‘Let the wicked forsake his way, and 
the unrighteous man his thoughts: and let him return 
unto the Lord, and he will have mercy upon him; and 
to our God, for he will abundantly pardon.” 

This brings man into a state of reccnoiliation with 
God, and gives peace to the mind, All fear and dread 
is taken away, and the penitent believer feels as the 
pardoned child does when restored to communion with 
a pardonirg father. He is ina state of sweet peace 
and joyous fellowship with God. He feels differently 
towards him, and even outer things look differently. 
They are clothed in a new light, and the white-winged 
angel of peace dwells in his bosom. When he thinks 
of God and the great future it is with feelings of jy 
aud hope. All the past of his life is settled up with 
God, and he can turn his back cn if? assured that God 
has put all his sing “b-hind his back.” There is noth- 
ing now for him to fsar in this world or in the world 
to come; for “if God be for us, who can be against us?” 
This is all independent of outer circumstatcsas. He 
may be in wealth or in poverty, in sickness or in health, 
the pet of society or a social outcast; but these things 
can not change this state of mind which comes from 
the change of his personal relation to God. He may 
be shut up in prison or banished from his home and 
family, but this can not change the fact that his sins 
are all pardoned, and that he is at peace with God. No 
outer circumstances can effect this new relation or de- 
stroy the peace growing out of it. In the time of per- 
secution a judge, in the days of Charles II., said to a 
good old saint, “I w ll banish you to America.” “Very 
well,” said she; “judge, you can not send me out of my 
Father's country.” A man on seeing a Christian 
women go cheerfully to prison, said to her, “Oh, you 
have not tasted the bitterness of death!” She cheer- 
fully answered, ‘No, nor never shall; for Christ hath 
promised that those who keep his sayings shall never 
see death.” The coarse fare and gloom of the prison 
could not change this state of mind, for she was resting 
in the Savior’s promise; and all the malice and power 
of men and devils could not destroy it. His power is 
greater than all the forces of evil, and he will do what 
he has promised. The Christian in the calm compos- 
ure of faith and hope can say to his enemies, however 
powerful they may be, “Take my property, rob me of 
every thing, and cast me into prison; butyou can notreb 
me of my Savior. He is still mine.” He can sing with 


the poet: 
“Jesus, I my cross have taken, 
All to leave ard follow thee, 
Naked, poor, d«spised, forsaken, 
Thou my all from hence shalt be; 
Perish every fond ambition, 
All I’ve sought, or hoped, or known, 
Yet how rich is my condition, 
God and heaven are still my own.” 


This is a feast that Ged has provided for the Chris- 
tian “in the presence” of his enemies, and they can not 
rob him of it; for it is beyond the reach of their 
power, and his richest treasures are safe in spite of 
them. Paul realized this in his own experience, and 
triumphantly asked: ““Who shall separate us from the 
love ot Christ? shall tribulation, or distress, or perse- 
cution, or famine, or nakedness, or peri), or sword? As 
it is written, For thy sake we are killed all the day 
long; we are accounted as the sheep for the slaughter. 
Nay, in all these things we are more than eorquerors 
through him that loved us. For 1 am persuaded, that 
neither death, nor life, nor angels, nor principalities, 
nor powers, nor things present, nor things to come, nor 
height, nor depth, nor any other creature, shall be able 
to separate us from the love of God, which is in Christ 
Jesus our Lord.” 

“The secret of the Lord is with them that fear him,” 
yet none in the busy crowds among whom they move 
in the noisy street know what is passing in their hearts. 
An American citizen in a foreign city, seeing the 
meteor flag of his native land floatingat the mast-head of 
a ship, is inwardly moved, by the associations it revives, 
to patriotic feelings, to emotions of love, to fond antio- 
ipations of his return to the joys and repose ot hia fire- 
side.

Yet 
while their thoughts are of thir g: visible and earthly, 
his are of God and things unseen. He sees God in 








evcrything about him. God is communing with him, | exceptionally loyal to the “Obristian connection”—as 


feasting him on holy thought, quickening his spiritual 
aspirations, comforting him with assurances of his 
sonship, and with visions of his incorruptible inherit- 
ance. Happy, therefore, and safe also, is he who pos- 
sesses the secret of the Lord’s presence!

tarianism that is parleying and wrangling in full view of 
such enemies; union, if need be, against the very dis- 
union that would keep the churches, as it would have 
kept the states, discordant and dismembered in the 
supreme hour of peril. 

“Never were the signs, as well as the needs, of such 


his occasional contributions to our literature and his 
liberal gifts to our enterprises testify—his life, his 
labors, his associations, and his influence were compar- 
atively local. It is here in “western New York,” 
where he was born, and where he lived and died, that 
he will be most missed and longest mourned. Indeed— 

“None knew him but to love him; 

None named him but to praise.” 

“He was a man of marked intelligence and originality 
of ideas. In the statement and defense of his convic- 
tions he was fearless and forceful. He was ever the 
staunch friend and ready champion of the unfortunate, 
and a leader in all the reform movements of his day. 
No consideration ever delayed his espousal of that 
cause which he felt to be right. It was enoawgh for him 
to know upon which side of any question of duty or 
privilege the Master might be found; and that was his 
side.” With malice toward none, and with charity for 
all, he stood a bold, uncompromising champicn for 
God’s glory and for human good, even though he stood 
alone. 

In early life he recognized the system of human 
bond+g as then existing in our Government as a “ory- 
ing abomination,” and, although ridiculed, and often 
abused on account of his “abolition doctrine,” he stood 
as a rock, and wrought like a hero, till by the blessing 
of God he saw the travail of his soul in the birth, lib- 
erty, and equality for all. And then he girt him with 
another sword. Having suffered much in childhood 
and youth from the crushing ixfluences of the drink 
curse upon his home, he took the field and battle line 
against this monstrous evil, and bravely wrought “for 
God and home and native land” asa Prohibitionist, 
But I shall overreach the utmost boundary allotted to 
the obituary notice.

ANOIHER WATCHMAN FALLEN. ™ 


Rev. Samuel Salsbury passed triumphantly into the 
world and life beyond, from his home and family in 
Marray, Orleans County, N. Y., on Friday, December 
30, 1887, while the evening shadows were deepenirg. 
His death resulted from a disease of ‘the heart which 
had troubled him tor a number of years. His approach 
to the gate of the city calestial was through weeks of 
intense suffsring, which he endured with patient forti- 
tude and beautifal resignation. 

Bro. Salsbury was born in the town of Sweden, 
Monroe County, N. Y., on the fourth day of December, 
1813. He became a resident of Clarendon, Orleans 
County, N. Y.,in the year 1826, and with the excep- 
tion of a few years spent in Niagara County, was a res- 
ident of this immediate vicinity to his decease. He 
consecrated his life to God under the ministerial labors 
of Elder Jeremiah Gates,in the spring of 1831. On 
the twenty-eighth day of May, 1842, he was united in 
marriage with Miss Emeline B. Pratt, who, with two 
sons, are left to mourn the loss of everything the pre- 
cious words husband and father may mean. 

Daring the summer following his marriage he was 
set apart to the work of the Christian ministry, aod 
well avd truly did he keep his vows—his faith with 
the Master and fellowship with his Church. Through- 
out his entire ministerial career he was an honored and 
leading member of the Christian Church at Clarendon, 
N. Y., and of the New York Western Christian Con- 
ference, from which bodies his dignified presence, his 
Christlike spirit, his broad, deep, tender charity, his 
wise counsel and strong support must be greatly 
missed. 

Elder Salsbury was an ardent lover of home and 
family and friends. He was modest and unassuming—

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A DEEP MYSIERY. 

One of the darkest and saddest passages in the Word 
of God is contained in the Revelation of John. It is 
a part of the message that Jesus sent to the ssven 
churches. “And he shall be tormented with fire and 
brimstone in the presence of the holy angels and in 
the presence of the Lamb.” After Jesus had preached 
his Gospel and ascended to heaven, he then sends these 
words back to the churches. It was as if he had not 
said enough while on earth. After ascending to the 
holy heights of the eternal glory, he yet wished to re- 
peat and enforce the solemn truths he had before 
uttered. The words of that message present a terrible 
picture. Holy angels amid their raptures looking 
down upon souls tormented in hell!

We 
are to bear one another's burdens, and so fulfill the 
jaw of Christ. We are to put ourselves in their places. 
The picture I have presented shocks our highest and 
purest impulses. It is of no use to say that the words 
are figurative, and that it is the language of poetry. 
The mightiest truths are found clothed in poetic lan- 
guage; also, we know that the doctrine taught here 
is everywhere taught by Jesusin his parables. The 
rich man in hell saw Lazarus in heaven. Abraham 
saw the rich man. To us in our present atate it would 
seem impossible for heaven to smile above such a 
world of woe. Hearts that here on earth could weep 
with those that wept, and, through sympathy, feel the 
sorrows that others felt, how could they cast their eyes 
upon a scene so dreadful? No living man can explain 
how heaven can be heaven with hell in sight of it, 
or how Jesus could weep over Jerusalem and not over 
that saddest of all pictures, a shipwrecked and hcps- 
lees world. But what shall we do? Shall we give up 
the Bible? God forbid! Then we should be fools, 
indeed. Shall we cast away the words of Jesus? or 
shall we make them putty, and explain them away? 
That would be foolish; that would be the weskest 
refuge of unbelief. What shall we do, then? Then 
we must let mysteries be mysteries, and work out our 
own salvation with fear and trembling. You have not 
yet reached heaven. If you are ever so happy as to 
reach that abode of the angels, God has promised that 
he would wipe away all tears from your eyes. Oould 
you ask anything better than that? Somehow, God 
knows bow to doit. Hecanand hewill doit. We 
must take his word on trust. I thank God that all my 
doubts melt away in the trust I am enabled to feel.

SOME THOUGHTS FROM THE 15th OF JOHN. 


Jesus is the true vine, Godisthehusbandman. God 
taketh away the abnormal, non-bearing branches. The 
branch is the nature of the vine. The branches dis- 
close or reveal the nature of the vine. The necessity 
of the branch being attached to the vine by the power 
of growth and the virtue of lite. Christ the vine, and 
his disciples the branches. The branches feed on the 
vine, hence of the same nature—‘‘ Rooted and grounded 
in love.’—Paul. “And when the sun was up, they 
were scorched; and because they had no root, they 
withered away.” — Christ. 

The vine never bears fruit. The branch abiding in 
the vine is warrant for fruit. Fruit-bearing is an evi- 
dence that the branch abides in the vine. The 
branch abiding in the vine, and the vine ‘abiding 
in the branch, is the divine warrant for an abund- 
ance of fruit. Severed as a branch from the vine, 
there can be no fruit-bearing. A branch not abiding 
in the vine becomes withered—worthless—and men 
gather them upand burn them. It the branch abides 
in the vine the words, power, life of the vine wills that 
the branch shall truly represent it in bearing fruit. 
The glory and honor of the husbandman, and the 
beauty and worth of the branches, is predicated on 
fruit-bearing. 

The foundation of all connection of branch with 
vine, and all fruit-bearing, ia love to God and love to 
man. The branches did not choose the vine, the vine 
Ghose thd branches; but the choice lays with the 
branches to bear fruit or be severed from the vine. The 
Holy Spirit—life essence of the vine—testifies of the 

“*husbandman to the branches, and the branches witness 


of the vine by bearing much fruit. The following is| to return, and many will rise up in the judgment and

“That they all may be one; even as thou, Father, art 
in me, and I in thee, that they also may be one in us:

SYSTEMATIC 1HEOLOGY. 

Andover against Harvard and Yale, Yale against 
Princeton, and so of a hundred other theological 
schools—nearly all defend what the others pull down. 
Can all these systems be biblical? After some reading 
and reflection, I come to the conclusion that God has 
not given us a system of theology after any of these 
schools, and that God's church is better furnished. 

God knows best what he wishes his Church to b3- 
lieve and practice. He has been as explicit on what 
he regards essential to salvation as he is exact, sharp, 
and comprehensive in the ten commandments; God 
works for the reformation of man. He gives his com- 
mandments, and his Son as exemplar of the command- 
ments, and assures man that as he obeys his Son in 
keeving his rules man’s character is well pleasing. -In 
short, character, after Christ, is God’s method. There- 
fore the long tarrying at some theological school, read 
ing the contentions of the theological ages, is mostly 
lost, save as the scholars are packed and crammed with 
akind of moldy bread that gives little spiritual energy 
for Gospel work, The better idea is, the Bible at the 
front, and seek not so much for the theories (many of 
which at best are mere hypotheses with little working 
basis) as for spiritual food and practical life.

Thave a painfal impression that the Rev. A. W. Coan, 
« former editor of the HeRaLp or GosPEL Liserry, 
died a martyr, that he was put to death for the truth; 
not by fire or sword, but by having his energies over- 
taxed and by other causes. This impression, at times, 
haunts me night and day. Bro. Coan lives in my mem- 
ory, as do a large number of Gid’s select, wise master 
builders. He was a chosen embassador of Jesus, as 
were John, Paul, Jones, Badger, and a host that have 
gone home of whom the world was not worthy, whose 
names sre written in the Lamb’s book of life. 

When I reflect on that dear brother's sleepless nights 
and anxious days, how he was balked, tripped, and 
handicapped in his endeavor to make our paper what it 
purports to be, “the herald of Gospel liberty,” my 
heart breaks withia me. I don’t know how or why 
it is that the whole Church does not work in harmony 
with the editors of a paper and make the editorial chair 
& pleasant place to occupy. Instead of that it really 
looks at times as if some of us thought we were doing 
God's work in giving them a taste of Paul’s bitter ex- 
perience (II. Cor. 11: 23-28): “In labora more abund- 
antly, in prisons more abundantly, in stripes above 
measure, in deaths oft. Of the Jews five times re- 
ceived I forty stripes save one. Thrice was I beaten 
with rods, once was I stoned, thrice I suffered ship- 
wreck, anightanda day have I been in the deep; in jour- 
neyings often, in perils of rivers, in perils of robbers, 
in perils from my countrymen, in psrils from the Gen- 
tiles, in perils in the city, in perils in the wilderness, in 
perils in the sea, in perilsamong false brethren; in labor 
and travail, in watchings often, in hunger and thirst, 
in fastings often, in cold and nakedness. Beside those 
things that are without, there is that which presseth 
upon me daily, anxiety for all the churches.” It there 
are “scarlet sins, red like crimson,” that shall never be 
as “white as snow,” or be as “wool,” they are the sins 
of ingratitude against our public servants. “Touch 
not the Lord’s anointed, nor harm his servants.” With 
me “‘all the dead do aot forgotten lie.”

He 
was s power for good—a loss to conference not easily 
filled. He wascf manly form and possessed of a large 
heart of love. even to overflowing, for all shades of 
homaviy. H s spirit was tender-hearted, loving, true. 
He lived and died upon a beautiful farm, leaving his 
widow and two sona a fine competence.

D:cember 18, 1887 was a stormy day, but we were 
able to reach our appointment at the old O ego Church, 
and spend the morning service with Bro R G Fenton, 
so long the clerk of the New York E.stern Christian 
Oonference. I think this is his seventh pastcrate year, 
wh:ch speaks weil for pastor and people. 


This is my old home-chu-ch. Here, nearly fifty-five | 


years sioce, I first saw the light of day, and breathed 
Here, some thirty five years since, at the 
age of twenty, sin-burdened and broken-hearted, I 
turned my feet into God’s testimonies, made haste and 
delayed not to keep his commands, and thus first 
breathed the breath of spiritual lite, having imparted 
to me the divine nature.

Here first, at the age of twelve 
or fourteen, [ heard the voice of God calling me to 
the great work of the ministry, aud here, at twenty, 
after my conversion, the vision was again repeated.

How good G d has been to me; how he has 
blessed me in trial and in triumph; how gentle and 
lorg sufferirg!

Afteralong 
life of loving, constant, laborious care, of faithful serv- 
ice in the church, she “fall on sleep,” and “sleeps that 
b'essed sleep, from which none ever wakes to weep.”

ORGANIZE. 


Why should we not as Christians organize our 
churches and Sunday-schools into temperance societies 
for culture, and work along this line of Christian en- 
deavor? Certainly there is much that may be done in 
the way of'a more thorough «dccstion of our young 
and older people, by the creation of a scciety where, 
together with the Church and Sanday-school, all per- 
sons of good moral character may be weloomed as mem- 
bers, and where from time to time such literary and relig- 
fous services as recitations, readings, concerts, lectures, 
and sermons may be rendered for the entertainment and 
education of the people. Why should we be so anxious 
about securing the power of the state in solving the 
problem of the liquor traffic while the organic power 
of the Church as a distinct factor is almost entirely neg- 
lected? If all the churches and Sunday-schools of 
our land were thus organized another band would be 
applied to draw all Christians into a loving, potential 
unity; and not only so, but thus organized and acting 
through county and state conventions, the Church of 
Jesus Christ can strengthen and advance the cause of 
temperance as in no other way. Christian brothers and 
sisters, let us organize and develop the entire strength 
of the Church, and in the most effectual way hurl this 
gigantic and all but resistleas power against the mon- 
ster evil, before we plead weakness, confess inadequacy, 
or call in Cesar to do the work of the Church, when 
truly inspired by the spirit of the great Christ. 


HERALD OF GOSPEL LIBERTY. 


“I 4M THE VINE.” 


Christ presented himself to his disciples and to the 
world as “the vine’ and “the true vine,” and his dis- 
ciples of every age as the branches. “I am the vine, 
ye are the branches.” 

Schismatics, in their attempted defense of divisions 
and denominationalism, have fastened upon these words 
of Christ as favorable to their theory. In their inter- 
pretation of this scripture Christ is accepted as the 
vine, and the branches of the vine as representing the 
various denominations of the believers in Christ. . In 
like manner the beautiful and significant figure used by 
the Apostle Paul, in which the Ohurch is presented as a 
human body having many members, has been perverted 
by these teachers. The “many members” of the one 
body have been made to stand for the various denomi- 
nations of believers. These are but samples of the 
perversion of which many professed teachers of Gospel 
truth have been guilty, in their vain attempts to justify 
a system which is as unwarranted by the Word of God 
as it is mischievous and pernicious in its results upon 
the Church. 

The vine is one, and the branches united in that one 
atock constitute the one perfect unity—the vine. The 
body is one, but every member of the body is essential 
to the perfect unity—the body. As the branches of 
the vine are organized in the one stock, and the mem- 
bers of the body are the essential factors of the one 
unity—the body—so all the true, spiritual children of 
God are organized in Christ, and constitute the essen- 
tial elements of the one body—the Church—which is 
the body of Christ. Thus the organic unity: ot the 
Ohurch of Jesus Christ is taught distinctly, repeatedly, 
and enforced by the most solemn injunctions of the 
Word of God. . 

In the design of God as revealed in the Scriptures 
the normal condition of the Church is a unity, though 
by the perversity of man the actual condition is a di- 
versity, within which, in the nature of things, unholy 
rivalries, strifes, and antagonisms are cultured and per- 
petuated. Amid the schismatic and contendiog fac- 
tions in the professed Church of Christ the position of 
the Christian Church is unique. 

1, Jt is not one of the many divisions or denomins- 
tions into which the Church of Christ has been rent. 
Werecognize the fact that there are many true, spiritual 
children ot God in every one of these divisions, but 
we do not therefore recognize or approbate the system 
or creed by which these good people have been sepa- 
rated from other children of God as right or script- 
ural. The Obristian people in these various sects are 
not Ohristians because of that which is special or 
peculiar to that denomination; but in spite of all the 
sectarianism and clannishneis peculiar to that system 
God has saved them, and keeps them his by that which 
is “the common salvation” of Christians everywhere. 
While many of the infirmities which cling to the be- 
liever are clearly traceable to the creed or system 
within which he is found, all the virtues, graces, ex- 
cellencies, and fruits of the Spirit in him are as clearly 
traceable to that Gospel which is the common property 
of all who believe in Jesus. Because the Christian 
Church reocgnizes Ohristian character wherever it 
exists, and in its organization provides a spiritual home 
for all who show forth the spirit of Christ in a regen- 
erated life, without reference to matters of opinion or 
interpretation, thus occupying a position covered by 
no other religious organization of which we have any 
knowledge, therefore the Christian Church is not a 
sect or denomination, but (confessedly in much weak- 
ness) represents the Ohurch of the New Testament, 
within which any and all Christians, without let or 
hindrance, are invited to find a spiritual home. 

2. For the reason that we are not one of the de- 
nominations or sects into which the Church of Christ 
has been rent, but representing the New Testament 
Ohurch and recogaizing Christian character, wherever 
it exists, extending to all Christians an invitation to 
unite with us in Christ, as individual branches ia the 
one vine in true Christian unity, therefore we sre op- 
posed to all systems, institutions, and creeds which an- 
tegonize, separate, or alienate in the brotherhood of 
Christ. Sometimes a dear brother will say, “Do not 
oppose denominationslism,” or another, “It is no 

part of the mission of the Christian Church to obliter- 
ate denominational lines.” But what do these breth- 
ren mean by these terms? In a religious denomina- 
tion there are at least two essentials: first, the creed 


fa 
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or syatem by which that body of believers is differen. 
tiated from other believers in Christ; and, second, the 
people—the Ohristian believers who constitute the 
membership of such body. We have always, without 
the least variation in thought or word, joyfully recog. | 
nized and, so far as we have been permitted, fraternized 
Christians everywhere. We are not opposed to the 
Christians in these organizations, nor would we be to 
the least extent, but on the other hand would cherish 
for all the lovers and followers of Jesus .nost ardent 

Christian love and fellowship. But the measure of our 

love for, and intense desire to fellowship with, al] 

Christians is the exact measure of our hatred for, and 

opposition to, those man-made creeds and systems 

by which the spiritual children of the “one family” 

have been torn asunder and antagonized the whole 

world over. We have nota kind thought or word for 

these authoritative creeds and systems as such. They 

are the mighty oppressors of the Lord’s anointed; they 

are evil beasts which have rent and trampled under 

foot the fair heritage of our Prince Immanuel; they 

are monsters of iniquity, whose cruel persecutions 

have ravaged the Church of Christ in every age; 

chains, swords, racks, prisons, inquisitions, sufferings, 

and deaths in their most hideous forms mark the path 

by which these wretched usurpers of human rights 

and divine authority come down to us in history. 

In the tragic scene of Oalvary these foul spirits re- 
newed their crusade against the human and the divine 
in the person of our Lord Jesus Christ, and scourged 
the early Church with the most wanton cruelty. They 
have illumined the earth with their martyr fires, and 
deluged the nations with blood, even the blood of the 
saints of the Most High. It is true these spirits of 
cruelty have been chained and msy not now satiate 
their thirst for blood. But a tiger chained is a tiger 
atill, and to the extent of their powers these authori- 
tative systems and iron-clad_oreeds of human origin 
oppress, divide, and antagonize in the family of God, 
As we regard these divisive creeds and systems the 
despoilers of the Church and at enmity with God we 
can not approbate them, but in the spirit of the Mas- 
ter would in every honorable way seek to break down 
the dividing walle and separating evils, that the spirit 
of the sect system may be exorcised, and all the dear 
children of the truth may be one, even as Christ and 
the Father are one, even as the members of the “one 
body” and branches of the one “irue vine,”

The native 
preachers are nearly or quite as many already as the 
foreign, and their number is rapidly increasing. Japan 
within ten years will doubtless do its own missionary 
work chiefly, and especially so if the number of for- 
eign workers is immediately and largely increased. We 
have faith to believe that before the dawn of the 
twentieth century Japan will enroll itself among Chris- 
tian nations as itself one.

God graciously refresh the church by 
the meetings. 
ieee -Oo September 28:h last the Yellow River of 
China broke its natural banks near the city of Ching 
Chow and inundated a district equal to 7,000 equare 
miles, or a territory about the size of New Jersey, to 
the depth of from ten to thirty feet. The bed of the 
river is left dry, but the lake formed by the overflow 
was its bed many centuries ago. The section sub- 
merged was one of the richest and most populous dis- 
tricts in northern China, and the loss of life is appalling, 
reaching to msny-hundred thousands. Perhaps no such 
catastrophe has visited the modern world. In addition 
to the loss of property and life the homeless survivors 
are enduring untold sufferings. The season of the year 
adds necessarily to this suffering. The Chinese are 
showing a generous hand in their effort to mitigate 
suffering, and the world should open its hand and heart 
of charity as well. 


Picks Japan is making progress, even beyond England, 
in one respect. She has disestablished religion. Bud 
dhism nor Shintoism have any claim on the coffers of 
the state henceforth. If they wish priests to minister 
at their altars they must support them. This is a 
grand movement, and England would show mercy to 
thousands in copying it. There is no justice in taxing 
an English family to support the Eoglieh Church when 
that family worships wholly and only with the Meth- 
odists, Presbyterians. or Baptists, as the case may be. 
Japan is wiser than England, in that it gives protection 
to all but support to none. Religion never yet got 
nourishment and strength from the bread of the state. 
Let the Church seek the nourishment which its own 
heart and hand can afford and it will thrive well 
enough. Groaning thousands pray for disestablishment 
in Eagland to-day, and it is a reform that can not be 
very long delayed. 

«eos Lhe poor we are to have among us always, but 
America probably has less real poverty among its citi- 
sens than any other nation of earth. This is a most 
cheering truth, and should lead to real gratitude. 
Vienna, the brilliant Austrian capital, probably shows 
as much hunger among its poor classes as all the cities 
of the United States combined. A recent report says 
that an average of 2500 school children suffer from 
hunger, more then 400 of the number getting no din- 
ner, and but 1500 getting nothing better than bread 
avd water. This is a deplorable condition of things, 
and how successful study can be conducted in hunger 
we do not see. Benevolent citizens of Vienna have re- 
cently opened a soup kitchen where a penny will pur- 
chase a dinner. This is well, but if necessary, they 
should furnish the penny also for the dinner. The 
Christian heart will not shut its hand against a hun- 
gry mouth. Hunger is the mother of many crimes. 


csoeeeWe Confons that we do not exactly understand 
the nature of the English Bap'ist Union but take it 
that it is an organization even wider than the denomi- 
nation of Baptists to which Mr. Spurgeon belongs. 
It seems thet he has withdrawn from the Union, how- 


ever, and assigns es a reason therefor the growing’ 


tendency to liberalism among the preachers. Perhaps 
his action will not change the current of the tendency, 
but we feel that no harm will come of his rebuke for 
it. We like charity in the broadest sense, and can fel- 
lowship with warmest love men of all Christian creeds 
if but holy in life, but we have little patience with the 
general speculations of the pulpit, and believe that they 
contribute only in the leait measure to the prosperity 
and effectiveness of the Church. The people want the 
simple Gospel, and this does not embrace liberalism to 
any large degree as usually defined. “The Gospel is 
the power of God uato salvation,” andif a minister 
does not wish to teach that he should be manly enough 
to step down and out.

A NEW IDOL. 


Since the great fire in the fall at thie place our school. 
building, which was among the buildings burned, has 
inconvenienced. the bosrd very much to know how to 
accommodate, but by god management and hard work 
it hae been arranged by using the other school build- 
ings acd finally a part of one of the temples. This, 
however, took some time to fis vp. as it was notina 
condition to accommodate as mapy classes and scholars 
as they desired When ready, one night about the 
third week in November, we commenced the night or 
evening school. As we ent:red the temple gate there 
were some booths under which persons were selling 
eandies, cakes, and other things; in front was a plat- 
form with awning all around, which had been erected 
for the purpose. I learned from my teacher that a new 
god had arrived, and therefore all this extra doings. 
Hardly had I entered when I heard the dong, dong, and 
the bugle at times blowing. This was supposed to be 
a great time, for another Buddhist preacher had come 
with this idol, and many were going to see and worship. 
This idol came from Corea, and was brought from its 
temple at Shinanckuni, the temple's name being Z snk: ji. 
Jkkosangzonmidancjvrai is the idol’s name. Fora iew 
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nights you would hear the bell, the dong, and preach- 
pr chanting prayers, with some singing. How very 
Yo think that «ms and even many of our fellow- 
qreaturev, notwithstanding all that is being done inthe 
my of enlightening the nations, should turn away from 
ihe true Gospel and the true God to continue the wor- 
ship of idols! 

Baddbism tries hard in the above manner, as well as 
jn other ways, to hold her sway over the people, but 
there is no doubt she is rapidly losing that hold on 
pany. Another little thing happened since the above: 
The head monk or priest of one of the most influential 
gnd largest temples here went off with all the money he 
gould get from their treasury, which was rather more 
then usual, as the hall of jastice held their business in 
jtand psid rent for a time since the fire.

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SOME SUGGESTED THOUGHTS. 


Some one has said that comparisons are odious, bu' 
it is well sometimes to make them. A few weeks ago 
I attended the Baptist (white) Church in thie village. 
and heard the pastor give a verbal report of the doings 
of his association. Among other things, he said there 
were 75,000 white Baptists in this state, and that they 
were to raise $10 000 for foreign missions duriag the 
coming year. A few days after I heard the Methodis: 
Episcopal minister (whiie) say that his charge, consist- 
ing of 1000 membors, had raised about $100 during 
the past year for foreign missions, When I heard 
these statements, I felt like hanging my head. Oar 
Church numbers nearly 125,000 members, and we have 
been three years at work and have not raised $3 000 for 
foreign missions. Now why is this? Our members 
on the average are much wealthier than white members 
in the Syuth. Wecan not plead poverty asa bar to 
our greater liberal ty; we must look elsewhere for the 
cause of our small contributions. We fear our heads 
and hearts are nct right in this matter. Our heads are 
wrong because the teachers are not right. We know 
of some preachers who profess loyalty to the resolutions 
of their conferences, aud yet they are silent in regard 
to foreign missions; and thus the collections are neg- 
lected. How shall the laity be educated if the minis 
ters do not teach and practice aright in reference to 
this important branch of church-work? We said the 
heart was wrong. Perhaps it should have been said 
the heart of the past »r was wrong. He knew his duty 
and did it not. How can the p»w take a hearty inter- 
est in a matter concerning which the ‘pulpit is silent? 
Is it not a little s'range that while we as a church pro- 
fess such liberal views we are the least liberal with our 
finances of all the denominations? An old adage says, 
“Like pastor like people;” and is it not a fsot, that 
where a minister stays with a covgregation sufficiently 
long “to cast a mold,” the ccngregation is just what 
the minister makes it? Whoever heard of a pastor 
who was faithful and earnest in the presentation of 
the demands of every department of church-work, who 
did not have a congregation liberally responding to 
every call of the church or conference? . Ministers 
are to be ensamples to their people, and when the for- 
mer fails in doing hie daty the latter will fail in doing 
theirs. He who has only an eye to his own salary will 
soon havea congregation that fails to pay him. I 
know quite a number of our ministers, and this fact is 
prominent, that those who are loyal t> all the resolu- 
tions of their conferences and the Quadrennial, are 
the ones whose congregations are ever liberal to all be- 
nevolent calls. During the past year I have been sur- 
prised at the utter ignorance among our members 
During this time I have received le\ters from p-rsons 
living within an hour and a halt’s ride of our Pablish- 
ing House, who had but recenily heard of our school. 
Their pastors bad, though. I: 1s not p essant to say 
this but it is true. The great couse of the tardiness of 
our church work is the culpable neglect of the great mass 
of our ministers in presenting the claims of this work. 

Our members are not worse than those of other de- 
nominations, but they are not so well taught, and we 
shall never fall into line and march side by side with 
others until our leaders and teachers are willing to lead 
and teach as others do. Oar liberality of sentiment 
and our God-given name will not give us the victory. 

The Methodists in this country are but little older 
than we, and yet they number (en members to our one. 
Why is it? They have system and every minister com- 
plies with it. Notso with us. Our Quaadrennial laid 
down a good basis, but do one-third of our ministers 
regard it? But we are not without hope. We are 
moving onward; ’tis late to start but “better late than

The House Committee cn elections 
decided that it would not reopen the case 
of Thobe, contestant against Mr. Carlisle.
